bombardment the Yanks found Kesselring and his men had dug 
into the mountains to construct such an elaborate system of pill 
boxes and concrete defenses that the attacking Americans suf­ 
fered heav y losses. 
Front line dispatches reported some com­ 
panies had lost all of their officers in killed and wounded. 
The 
fail of San Pietro brought an immediate threat to San Vittorio 
and placed the Americans approximately eight miles from Cassino 
which lies on the main highway to Rome.

PROGRESS ELSEWHERE—There still was deep mud. heav y clouds 
and snow along much of the central Italian front. 
The weather 
was holding the heav ier bomber formations on ihe ground, but 
fighter and light bomber squadrons gav e the adv ancing Americans 
and British support in pounding the supply lines and positions of 
the Germans. 
Still another mountain v illage to the northeast fell

And the story of the Scottsbluff v alley is well 
known. 
It was originally a section of the sand­ 
hill ranch country. 
It now has a population of 
nearly 35,000 people, and an assessed v aluatio n 
of almost 30 million dollars. 
It is furnishing food 
for the United States and the needs of its people 
prov ide a substantial m arket for the 
product» 
of the entire country. 
As grazing land it m ight 
be expected to hav e a population of aro und 3,000, 
and its assessed v aluatio n would not exceed 7 
million. 
And yet that transitio n is due entirely 
to the m arv elous irrigatio n em pire dev eloped there 
thro ugh the expenditure of public funds, in the 
constructio n of irrigatio n projects.

It isn’t likely that the British would be brag­ 
ging of their sea losses. 
So when the British Info rm atio n Serv ice lists 
painstakingly the num ber of ships of the British 
nav y that hav e gone down from the beginning 
of the w ar on Septem ber 3, 1939, to October 23, 
1943, the figures can be taken by the American 
people w itho ut reserv atio n. 
And they are rather startling. 
They show that 
the British hav e lost 266 w arships, and 263 au x­ 
iliary craft of the type necessary for a complete 
nav y. 
Among those losses of warships are listed 
three great battleships, two of the largest type of 
battle cruisers, fiv e huge aircraft carriers and two 
sm aller aircraft carriers, 26 cruisers, 14 arm ed 
m erchant cruisers, 107 destro yers, and 58 sub­ 
m arines. 
Any disposition here at home to minimize the 
frightful punishm ent the British hav e taken in the 
w ar is likely to fall flat on the face of the figures. 
In land o perations tfhd on the sea, British casu­ 
alties now are abov e the 400,000 m ark, and in the 
loss of planes, the destructio n of equipm ent, and 
the frightful bombing of the British Isles, result­ 
ing in the destructio n of a millio|i homes alone, 
it will be seen that Britain has p i a a heav y pen­ 
alty to defend free peoples.

V N TH E N ebraska-N o tre D am e series, w hich had its spectacular 
*■ inception in 1915 and its un fo rtun a te clim ax in 1925, the C o rn - 
husk ers and the F ighting Irish battled on even term s, each scoring 
five victories, plus the contest of 1918 w hich brought a scoreless tie. 
In this w rite r’s book, N otre D am e’s outstan d in g success d urin g 
the 11-y e ar series w as achieved in 1924 by the “ F our H orsem en” 
team , then in its third y ear of varsity participation.
